Twenty-six years ago last Friday the 
country’ was shocked by news of the 
most horrible railroad catastrophe re­ 
corded in the history of the 
United 
States. 
It was at 9 o’clock on the evening of 
December 26, 1876, that a long, heavily 
laden Lake Shore passenger train was 
precipitated from the A shtabula river 
bridge into the snow and ice below , a 
distance of 76 feet. 
It is variously 
estim ated that from 70 to 80 persons 
were killed. 
T h at day was bleak and cold, and 
there was m ore than a foot of snow on 
the ground. 
ll. S. Adams, tin' well known n u r­ 
serym an of Youngstown, was then a 
resident of Ashtabula Harbor, w here 
he conducted a hotel, and saw the 
first body taken from the wreckage. 
Tho catastrophe occurred at 9 o ’clock 
in the evening. 
The ill fated train 
wras due in Ashtabula at 7 o'clock in 
the evening, but had been delayed by 
the storm, and heavy traffic. 
It was 
a t exactly ) o ’clock when it entered 
the bridge. T he front end of the train 
had alm ost reached the A shtabula end 
of the bridge when it began to sway. 
The enginem an 
felt 
the 
structure 
swaying and opened wide the throttle 
In an effort to clear it before it gave 
way. 
One of the two engines that wore 
pulling the train reached terra firma. 
Then cam e the crash, and a m om ent 
la ter the entire train was piled up iii 
the ice and snow. 76 feet below. 
The 
scenes th a t followed w ere horrible ii 
th e extreme. 
Almost imm ediately tin 
w reckage caught fire and every splint­ 
er of wood that projected above the 
surface of the stream was burned to 
ashes. 
It w as not until 7 o’clock tho 
following m orning that the first body 
was removed from Hie wreckage.

Adams was then on the scene and as 
slated in the work of rescue. 
The story of this awful catastrophe 
hits been told and retold, and m ost 
people In th is section of the country 
are fam iliar with the details. 
Deter 
rive John Doran, of Ashtabula, was 
one of the first men to reach the scene 
cf the disaster.
